The ‘*Memoirs of Barras’’ appear simultaneously in 
the United States, England, France, Germany, and other 
countries ; and beyond all question they will be eagerly 
read by lovers of Napoleonic and Revolutionary lore, by 
the historian, and the searcher after gossip and piquant 
anecdote, 

The importance and historical value of these memoirs 
of the Jacobinical Viscount of the French Revolution 
may be judged from the fact that for over half a century 
historians and publicists have been clamoring for their 
publication. M. George Duruy, the famous historian, is 
the man into whose hands this interesting record of men, 
women, and kings has fallen, after a series of adventures 
bordering on romance. 

Barras was plainly a person of consequence in the tur- 
bulent Paris of the Revolution and the Directory. He 
touched shoulders with all the leaders. He was the pa- 
tron—almost the discoverer—of the obscure Lieutenant 
Bonaparte, as he was the implacable foe of the Emperor 
Napoleon, He lived to be the counsellor of kings. But 
he was as much at home in the sa/on of a great lady as in 
the assembly of the States-General, and he knew the gos- 


sip of society as well as he knew the decreesof the Depu- 
ties. He was a good hater. The lash of his tongue was 
sharp, and he spared neither man nor woman. Pages of 
the ‘*Memoirs”’ record his dislikes and his retaliations. 
If he heard a discreditable report about an acquaintance, 
he imparted it to his confidential blank-books. But he 
was much more than a gossip. He was a sharp observer 
looking on at history in the making. And his time be- 
comes the more intelligible to us for his interpretation of 
it. 

Nothing could be more minute than Barras’s chronicle 
of the condition of Paris during the years of the Conven- 
tion, the Terror, and the amazing martial vigor of the 
young Republic, But before he enterson the Revolution 
he draws a rapid sketch of the frivolous, glittering, 
doomed Court at Versailles. So that the reader sees the 
old Régime, the new Régime, and again the restoration 
of the old Régime, so far as a modern copy can imitate an 
old masterpiece. These two volumes end, however, 
while Republican Paris is struggling to maintain her 
position among nations, and while all the older govern- 
ments of Europe are making common cause against her.

RE-BIN DING.—vi.* 


As between tight back and loose back, the 
testimony is strongly in favor of the former for 
a hard-worked library, while the latter is much 
more commonly used. In a tight back, the 
leather, being fastened to the back, forms part 
of the book itself, binding it close at every point, 
and acting as a hinge joint at each place where 
the book is opened. In aloose back, the leather 
is hardly more than a connection between the 
boards, the first linings being all the support to 
the back. Hence, at the joint where the bands 
are seen on the edge of the board, there is a 
constant strain which must result in breaking 
the cordif the book isin frequent use. Unlessa 
tight back is well bound, it will not open as well 
as a loose back, but if the work is well done the 
difference between them’ in this respect is not 
worth mentioning. A loose back is better-look- 
ing, especially when fixed out with false raised 
bands, but as these bands add nothing to the 
strength of the book, and may often weaken it, 
their use ought nottobeadvised. Mr. William 
Matthews, in his admirable treatise, ‘‘ Modern 
Bookbinding Practically Considered,” says: ‘‘ I 
have always looked on the hollow back as useful 
for only one purpose, and that is the prevention 
of the wrinkling of the leather on the back. 
Though by a properly constructed muslin hol- 
low proper strength can be given, yet I have 
always looked upon a tight back as more durable, 
especially where morocco is the leather used. 
If you take a book without any lining on its

back and open it, you will find it very flexible: 


but a very little use in this state would develop 
its weakness. Therefore, a muslin lining must 


be used to give the back strength, and two. 
pieces if the paper of the volume is heavy; 
| though recollect that every additional lining 


renders the back less flexible. Usually a single 
lining and the leather cover is sufficient to in- 
sure both strength and flexibility. This is what 
is called a tight back, and is by far the best and 
most durable.” For calf binding a hollow back 
is customary, though Bedford often made his 
calf bindings with tight backs. 

Covering is the cloak of bookbinding that cov- 
ers many imperfections (some may be named 
as cheap boards and bad work). A great deal 
of time is spent in covering a volume in levant 
as it should be, and hence much time can be 
saved in covering it carelessly ; excellence of 
workmanship is an item of cost that must be 
estimated by the patron. The leather must be 
carefully pared or thinned on the flesh side so 
that every part of the skin is equally reduced, 
but not to a degree that would destroy its 
strength. Those parts of the leather which are 
to be turned over the edges and squares of the 
boards are, however, to be pared more thinly 
than the rest ; especially at the head and tail 
of the back, where the leather will be folded 
upon itself. This done, the leather (if it be 
morocco) is to be well wetted, and its grain 
either raised or reduced, according to the in- 
tention of the binder. If the book is to be 
finished with little or no gilt tooling, a coarsely 
grained leather may be used with effect ; but 
to work very delicate and elaborate tools upon 
such a surface is to strive against the virtue 
of these materials, and to lack that propriety 
upon which beauty in art not slightly depends. 
The grain of a leather should, in brief,be chosen 
with regard both to the size of the book and 
to the degree of elaboration with which it is 
intended to be finished. If the grain is to be 
raised, this may be done by curling the leather 
with the hand, but if it is to be reduced, the 
leather must be well rolled with a wooden 
rolling-pin ; the flesh side is then to be pasted 
with thin paste and the leather hung up todry. 

After the leather has dried, it is to be well 
pasted, and the book is to be accurately laid in 
its place upon it. That done, the leather is first 
to be drawn over the back, care being taken to 
give a proper form to the bands, after which 
the leather is laid down upon the boards, and 
what is superfluous at their four angles cut 
away that their edges and squares may next be 
covered. This operation requires great nicety, 
especially in the manipulation of the leather at 
the head-bands. The mitres, at the innef 
angles of the boards, are made by folding the 
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returns of the leather one upon another, and 
cutting through both thicknesses of leather 
with a sharp knife at an angle of 45 degrees to 
either edge. If the projection of the bands be 
very great, the difficulty in covering a book is 
largely increased. It is easier to lay down a 
smooth than a highly grained leather, as its 
texture is apt to be damaged by an unskilful 
hand. A book, when neatly and cleanly cov- 
ered, is in a very satisfactory condition with- 
out any finishing or decoration. It will have 
its edges sharp, its mitres and angles accurate, 
and the leather equally drawn over the board 
and well formed at the bands and head-bands. 
The boards should open freely and close flatly 
and solidly. The joint should be square, the 
board evenly on the top of it. In running the 
thumb along it, it should be flat and square 
and without ridges.

CHANGES IN THE BOSTON BOOK TRADE 


AN article by J. T. Trowbridge on the late F. 
H. Underwood, in the Atlantic Monthly, brings 
to the mind of a correspondent of the Hartford 
Courant the changes that have been wrought 
in the book firms of Boston since the time Mr. 
Underwood was in the book trade. Phillips, 
Sampson & Co., who started the A/lantic 
Monthly, influenced thereto by Mr. Underwood, 
were then a large and very enterprising book 
house. Ticknor & Fields published for Long- 
fellow, who was the only very desirable Boston 
author of that time, aside from the historians. 
John P. Jewett & Co., who had come up to the 
city from Salem, got the publication of ‘*‘ Uncle 


Tom’s Cabin,” after Phillips, Sampson & Co. 


had declined it, as Ticknor & Fields undoubt- 
edly would have done also on account of its 
anti-slavery character. Little & Brown were 
the richest house of all, but they published 
little except law books, and had a heavy 
Southern business in imported English publica- 
tions. John P. Jewett was an active Freesoiler, 
and took the work of Mrs. Stowe from anti-sla- 
very sympathy as much as from faith inthe busi- 
ness venture. He made more than $100,000 out 
of it, and thought he was rich, but lost all his 
fortuneina few years Mrs. Stowe had previous- 
ly left him and carried her next book following 
‘“‘Uncle Tom” to Phillips, Sampson & Co. 
Both Mr. Phillips and Mr. Sampson died soon 
after the Atlantic Monthly was started, and 
William Lee, the other member of the firm, be- 
fore this had left the partnership and gone to 
Europe. There were two nominal partners in 
Mr. Lee’s place, but they were incompetent to 
conduct the business alone, and the concern 
was declared insolvent. It went into the hands 
of assignees and its affairs were settled by them, 
at heavy legal; and other expenses ; yet, after 
allthis was completed, the concern paid a hun- 
dred cents on the dollar of its liabilities. In 
this way the Atlantic Monthly and Mrs. Stowe’s 
books passed into the hands of Ticknor & 
Fields. After not many years, Mr. Ticknor 
died; another interval elapsed, and Mr. Fields’ 
life was ended. In the meantime James R. 
Osgood, one of their clerks, had come into the 
firm and become its head. The house had 
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made a good deal of money and was very 
strong financially, but it began the publication 
of a weekly illustrated paper, Avery Saturday, 
which was a very costly publication. It came 
in rivalry with Harper's Weekly. The competi- 
tion with the Harpers increased to an injurious 
degree for the Osgood firm. The need of 
money brought H. O. Houghton into it. He 
and Mr. Osgood did not agree, and the latter 
left him to create a new business in company 
with Mr. Ticknor’s sons. The Houghton 
house absorbed the new Osgood firm in course 
of time, and Mr. Osgood went to England, 
where he died. He was a very popular 
man personally, and had a thorough knowl- 
edge of books. Mr, Houghton has since had 
several partners, but Mr. Mifflin, whois a mem- 
ber of an old Boston family and still a young 
man, is the most active one among them. 

The only surviving member of the book trade 
of Boston of the period when the A//antic 
Monthly was started, who is still in business, is 
William Lee. After he came home from Europe 
he formed a copartnership with Charles A. B. 
Shepard, who had been a clerk with John P. 
Jewett when ‘‘ Uncle Tom’s Cabin” was pub- 
lished. He is a very able business man, and 
has lived to be one of the oldest book publishers 
in the country. Roberts Brothers have come 
the nearest to rivalling the Houghton house. 
The Roberts’ house was, up to the time of his 
death, managed almost entirely by Mr. Niles, 
who had been a clerk in the Ticknor & Fields 
house. He was one of the ablest publishers in 
Boston, and his death is muchregretted. Inthe 
firm of Little, Brown & Co., the oldest book 
house which has retained its name, there has for 
many years been no Mr. Little or Mr. Brown. 
Charles C. Little, the senior founder of it, was 
an exceedingly shrewd business man. James 
Brown, his partner, was a broad-minded and 
liberal gentleman, who had the respect and ad- 
miration to an extraordinary degree of all who 
knew him. This firm published originally Ban- 
croft’s history, as it has been always the pub- 
lisher of Parkman’s histories, but its leading 
business was in law books. Of late it has gone 
considerably into general literature. The novels 
of the Po-lish author, Sienkiewicz, for which it 
has been sponsor, are a genuine find in literature 
and it is giving attention anew to some of the 
earlier novelists in English literature. There has 
not been a new publishing house of importance 
in Boston for many years, and the older ones, 
as shown above, are very largely in new hands. 





THE ORIGINAL ENGLISH UNDER- 
SELLER. 


THE original giver of discount in England, if 
his autobiography is reliable, was James Lack- 
ington, who flourished at the latter end of last 
century. Hecommenced what became a most 
successful business career by selling apple- 
pies in the street. He opened asa bookseller 
with a capital of five pounds, and in a few 
years was selling books ‘‘at the rate of a hun- 
dred thousand volumes annually.” He men- 
tions in his memoirs that the doors of the trade 
sale-room were closed against him, by reason of 
his underselling remainders, to the detriment 
of the trade, and to his own exclusive interest. 
He was boycotted by his contemporaries, but 
found an easy way of obtaining such goods 
as he desired to purchase, by employing agents 
and unscrupulous members of the trade. 
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BOOK PRODUCTION IN ITALY IN 1894. 


ACCORDING to the Bolletino delle Pubblicazioni 
/taliane, the book production of Italy in 1894 
amounted to 9416 volumes, or 73 less than in 
1893. Agriculture, commerce and manufact- 
ures head the list with 1075 works; statistical 
works follow with 997 titles, medicine with 
750 titles, religion with 728 titles, educa- 
tional with 580 titles, political and social 
economy with 517 titles, biography with 390 
titles, and so on in a descending scale until the 
end is reach with encyclopedias, of which there 
were two new ones. Lombardy was the most 
active section, having furnished 1909 works of 
the total. The Italian language, of course, pre- 
dominated, 9047 of the works being printed in 
that tongue; 212 were printed in Latin, 103 in 
French, 27 in English, 19 in German, and 8 in 
Spanish. 





SALE OF FIRST EDITIONS OF AMERI- 
CAN AUTHORS. 


Bancs & Co., of New York City, will sell on 
the 16th and 17th inst. a unique collection of 
first editions of American authors, selected 
from the library of Charles A. Montgomery, 
well known to the book trade both as book- 
seller and publisher. The collection comprises 
six hundred volumes, most of them in good 
condition, and nearly all first editions or the 
first revised or first illustrated editions. Allthe 
volumes, too, with one or two exceptions, are 
in the original binding. Among the ‘‘ nug- 
gets” in this collection are R. H. Stoddard’s 
‘*Foot Prints,” printed by Wm. Oland Bourne 
for Spalding & Shepard in 1849. This collec- 
tion of Mr. Stoddard’s earliest poetry reached 
the extraordinary sale of two copies, after 
which the author destroyed the whole edition, 
reserving but one copy. Itis, as Mr. Stoddard 
says, ‘‘one of the rarest books in America.” 
Bound in with this volume isa poem, ‘‘ The 
Republic,” reprinted some time ago from his 
volume ‘‘Poems of the Republic,” by Wm. 
Oland Bourne, the printer of the Stoddard 
volume. On the fly-leaf of the reprinted poem 
included in this volume fe has written: ‘‘ Dur- 
ing the years 1847, 1848 and 1849 the under- 
signed was engaged in the printing business 
at No. 6 Cortlandt Street, New York City— 
where he became acquainted with Richard 
H. Stoddard, in whom he found a congenial 
friend, and had the privilege of printing for him 
his first collection of poems—all on domestic 
themes—which have ripened into the grander 
lyrics of the added years. After the lapse of 
nearly half a century, I add to his fame the 
genial compliments of Wm. Oland Bourne. 
April 24, 1895.” An ‘‘upset price” of one 
hundred dollars has been placed on the volume. 

Another unique volume is _ ‘Incidental 
Poems,” by Robert Dinsmoor, the ‘‘ Rustic 
Bard,” published by A. W. Thayer, of Haver- 
hill, Mass., in 1828. It contains J. G. Whit- 
tier’s first poem printed in book form— ‘“‘ J. G. 
Whittier to the ‘Rustic Bard’”—a poem of 
eleven stanzas, in the Scotch dialect, dated 
‘* Haverhill, ist month, 1828.” The poem has 
never been reprinted, and but one other perfect 
copy of the book is known to exist—the one 
in the Harris collection. 

Other curious volumes are Poe’s ‘‘ Concholo- 
gist’s First Book,” published for the author in 











1839 by Haswell, Barrington & Haswell, of 
Philadelphia, and which Poe is accused ot hav- 
ing taken bodily from Captain Thomas Brown’s 
‘* Conchologist’s: Text Book,” printed in Glas- 
gow in 1833, a copy of which is also in Mr. 
Montgomery’s collection; Ticknor’s ‘‘ Life of 
Prescott”’ and his ‘‘ Spanish Literature” ; and 
several volumes of Thoreau, Bryant, Emer- 
son, Longfellow, Lowell and Oliver Wende]} 
Holmes. 

The catalogue has been prepared by Mr, 
Montgomery with unusual care. Titles, with 
one exception, have been given in full, and 
the sizes are given according to the standard 
adopted by the American Library Association. 





AN ATTEMPT TO PIRATE ‘“ TRILBY.” 


RECENTLY there was unfolded to the Western 
Stationer ‘‘ a scheme said to have been seriously 
contemplated, which in conception and every 
detail was one of the boldest and most daring 
pieces of robbery ever before contemplated or 
heard of in the publishing business. As the 
story goes, a big publisher, one with equipment, 
financial strength and all the necessaries, re- 
cently contemplated issuing a paper edition 
‘limited’ of ‘ Trilby.’ The scheme as reported 
was this: Some irresponsible person as pub- 
lisher was to sell half a million copies or more 
of ‘Trilby’ in paper edition and make no 
bones about the fact that one order only could 
be filled. The big publisher himself was neve1 
to be known in the transaction ; he was to get 
the books out strictly on the quiet, of course, 
and ship the whole supply to Dayton, Ohio 
(only this was not the city named). From this 
point the scapegoat and the irresponsible pub- 
lisher were to fill all orders and ship in such a 
manner that all packages would arrive at des- 
tination on the same day, be spread out and 
sold perhaps before Harper & Bros. were aware 
that any such a villainous scheme was on foot. 
Harper & Bros., of course, would, as was antici- 
pated, make a bee line for the rascally publisher 
at Dayton, but this bold man would in the 
meantime have made C. O. D. collections and 
would, after dividing the spoils with his as- 
sociate, take a snug sum and his’ office to an 
unknown and far-away place, together with 
a sincere desire never to be heard of again. 
To an interrogatory about the cause of fail- 
ure in carrying out the scheme: The trouble 
seems to have been in finding the man who 
would transact the business and become 
identified as the publisher. Not that men 
could not be found who were daring enough, 
but the trouble was in finding oné who 
possessed the necessary requisite together 
with an established reputation of being 
honorable among thieves. There seemed to 
be a fear that the Dayton office might be 
closed a little prematurely and that Harper 
& Bros. might not be the only ones seeking 
in vain.” 





BIBLIOGRAPHICA. 


THE fourth part of Bidliographica published 
in this country by Charles Scribner’s Sons 
completes the first volume of this handsome 
and valuable work. It contains a contribution 
on ‘‘ English Illuminated Manuscripts,” by E. 
Maunde Thompson, who covers the work done 
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during the period from the twelfth to the four- 
teenth century, and adds to his text a number of 
illustrations in photogravure and one in colors. 
The next article of importance isa paper entitled 
‘‘ The Bibliotheca Meadiana,” in which Austin 
Dobson gives some anecdotes and bibliographi- 
cal facts relating to the collection of Dr. Rich- 
ard Mead, which was sold in London in 1754 
for $5518. This is followed by a description of 
‘‘The Initial Blocks of some Italian Printers,”’ 
by A. J. Butler, with a number of fac-similes ; 
a description by J. C. Robinson of ‘‘ The Sforza 
Book of Hours,” which was presented last 
year to the British Museum by John Malcom, 
of Poltalloch, and of which the trustees of that 
institution issued a handsome edition with ex- 
cellent autotype reproductions of sixty of the 
choicest miniatures and borders. William 
Morris contributes a paper ‘‘On the Artistic 
Qualities of the Woodcut Books of Ulm and 
Augsburg in the Fifteenth Century,” illus- 
trated with many fac-similes; W. D. Macray 
continues his researches on the ‘‘ Dedications 
to Englishmen by Foreign Authors and Edi- 
tors” ; and Sidney Lee gives an account of the 
“Elizabethan Bookseller” Edward Blount.whose 
name is connected with many important publi- 
cations issued from 1594 to 1631, among them 
those [by Marlowe, Ben Jonson, the first Eng- 
lish translations (by Thomas Shelton) of ‘‘ Don 
Quixote,” Beaumont and Fletcher, and the first 
complete edition (1623) of Shakespeare’s works. 
This part confains besides addenda, an index, 
title page and table of contents. 





FRENCH BOOK-TRADE ANNUALS 
FOR 1894. 


M. JORDELL’s ‘‘Catalogue Annuel de la Li- 
brairie Frangaise,”’ now in its second year, ful- 
fils all the able editor’s promises. It gives the 
titles of all French books published in France 
and in foreign lands during 1894, and its paging 
runs ten pages more than last year, reaching 255 
pages.

run through, and many details of special use 
to second-hand dealers in foreign lands, and,to 
bibliographers throughout the world. Typo- 
graphically the work deserves praise without 
reservation. Published by Per Lamm (Li- 
brairie Nillson), Paris. 


L’ANNUAIRE DE LA LIBRAIRIE FRANCAISE FOR 
1895 is the second issue of this most useful 
bookseller’s handbook. It has been increased 
in size and all its varied information has been 
accurately revised amd some new features added 
that greatly enhance its value. Besides its geo- 
graphical classification of members of the book 
trade and allied branches, it now also gives a 
full alphabetical list of booksellers and publish- 
ers, with details of their specialties, the names 
of their agents, etc. The population of local- 
ities having one or more booksellers is stated, 
railroad lines, postal regulations, telegraphic 
and telephone facilities are indicated, and all 
booksellers in telephone connection are marked. 
There is an alphabetical list of specialties 


of the book trade and allied branches, giv- 
ing a full list of dealers in each specialty, and 
all through the volume is scattered informa- 
tion of the most unexpected and most useful 
kind, showing discriminating judgment and 
untiring patience. It isa most practical book. 
The Annual will each year begin by an article 
devoted to a house of special prominence, and 
this year the firm of G. Masson has been 
selected. The article is written with enthusi- 
asm by the publisher of the volume, L. Le 
Soudier. A portrait of M. Masson, President 
of the Cercle de la Librairie, forms the fron- 
tispiece. 





COPYRIGHT MATTERS. 
ANOTHER “* TRILBY" INJUNCTION. 


Jupce LacomBE, of the United States Cir- 
cuit Court, granted, on the 7th inst., to John 
Harper, of Harper & Bros.,a preliminary injunc- 
tion restraining William V. Ranous, an actor, 
from producing in the United States a drama- 
tization of Du Maurier’s novel, ‘‘ Trilby.” 
Ranous adapted a play from the novel and pro- 
duced it in St. John, N. B., and other towns in 
Canada. It is said that he intended to produce 
the play in the United States. 

Ranous in his defence stated that he obtained 
the name from Nodier’s ‘‘ Trilby, the Fairy of 
Argyle.” On his programmes he changed the 
name ‘‘ Svengali” to ‘‘ Svongali,” and said his 
play was translated from the French. 

Judge Lacombe decided that Ranous could 
use the word ‘‘ Trilby,” as acopyright does not 
protect a name alone, but he could not use it in 
connection with scenes and incidents in Du 
Maurier’s novel.
